Army  ROTC,  established  to  produce  college-trained  officers  for  the  regular 
Army  and  the  Army  Reserve,  was  introduced  to  Colorado  College  at  the  start 
of  the  1952-1953  school  year.  Designated  a  Branch  General  unit  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  Army,  Colorado  College  ROTC  offers  a  commission  in  any 
one  of  fifteen  arms  or  services. 

Students  who  successfully  complete  the  four-year  ROTC  course  and  are 
acceptable  to  the  Department  of  the  Army,  are  tendered  commissions  as  sec- 
ond lieutenants,  either  in  the  regular  Army  or  a  reserve  component.  When 
called  to  active  military  service  as  an  officer,  the  student  has  an  opportunity 
to  put  into  practice  the  qualities  of  leadership  in  wfiich  he  was  trained  in 
college. 


The  first  annual  Military  Ball,  an  all-school  ROTC  function,  was  held  at  the 
Antlers  Hotel  Ballroom  on  April  25th.  It  proved  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding 
social  functions  of  the  school  year. 

The  first  year  was  climaxed  with  the  annual  federal  inspection  late  in 
April,  which  conclusively  demonstrated  the  progress  attained  by  the  unit. 

The  final  review  of  the  school  year  was  held  in  honor  of  President  William 
H.  Gill,  who  along  with  other  dignitaries,  presented  awards  to  outstanding 
cadets. 

The  ROTC  unit  is  under  the  direction  of  Lt.  Col  Herbert  B.  Heyer,  pro- 
fessor of  Military  Science  and  Tactics.
